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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on - 
12/21/06 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claims 1 , 4, 9, 12, 18 and 21 . The prior art fails to disclose changing unit 
first document and second document so that the recognized page numbers/ drawing 
number do not overlap and the printing of an image based on the changed first and 
second documents. These features in combination with other features are not taught in 
the claims. Claims 2-3, 5, 10-11, 13-14, 19-20 and 22 depend on claims 1, 4, 12, 18 
and 21 . Therefore are also allowable 

Regarding independent claims 6 and 15 prior art fails to disclose such that the 
third caption group identifies the drawing in the first document with a different identifier 
than is used to identify the drawing the second document. This feature in combination 
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with other features is not taught in the prior art. Claims 7-8 and 16-17 depend on claims 
6 and 1 5. Therefore are also allowable.
